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“DEATH TO UNCLE SAM.” 


That Is the Cry of the Spanish in 
Havana. 

Havana, March 4, via Key West, Fla., 
March 4.—The government is holding §&,600 
troops quartered in the fort of the city in 
readiness to suppress disorder and demon- 
strations against Americans here. Extra 
police guards are placed convenient at 
the American consulate. 

The only manifestations of hostile fecling 
yet were a few shouts, “Death to Uncle 
Sam!’ while the new ‘troops were landing 
Tuesday, and hisses around the cab in 
which two Americans were driving in a 
Side street. There are some apprehensions 
but no alarm among American residents. 
There is great confidence in the ability of 
Weyler to preserve order. . 

As an indication of the feeling, Wilson, 
proprietor ef an American bookstore, who 
happens to be-an Englishman, removed the 
sign in front of his store Monday night, 
preferring not to invite attack. The bet- 
ter treatment of Americans here than at 
Barcelona or Madrid is largely due to the 
fact that the populace there is Spanish and 
here Cubans. The students here, both 
Spanish and Cubans, are friendly to the 
states, 

Cuban property holders and merchants, 
also many Spanish, whose market is in the 
States, are more pleased than otherwise by 
the action of , congress, as inter- 
vention, meaning an early restora- 
tion of quiet, would save many 
from  bankrutpcy. Even loyal Span- 
iards admit this. Such hostility as is shown 
is confined here to the office holding class 
and others receiving bounty. 

The Cubans here were jubilant when the 
news of the prompt action of the house was 
received. The main body of insurgents, 
instead of continuing eastward as expected, 
returned to Havana province in great 
numbers, leaving a large force of troops 
moving cast to head them off. 

Gomez remains in the center of Matanzas 
province burning cane on many estates 
where preparations were being made to re- 


sume grinding in obedience to Weyler’s or- 


ders. Maceo, with a largely augmented 
force, has re-entered Havana province and 
resumed burning cane wherever prepara- 
tions to grind are under way. So far as 
can be learned there is no wanton destruc- 
tion, but they are simply carrying out 
the order issued by Gomez two months ago. 

Maceo has with him the parties of Masso, 
Maestro, Numez, Alvarez, Rodriguez, Co!- 
lazo, Rabi and others from the east, in ad- 
dition to Castillo, Miro, Diaz, Aguirre and 
others, These forces now hem the city of 
Havana in, ~All telegraphs and railroad 
lines are cut within ten miles. The poles 
are removed and rails carried away. 

Milk, frujt and vegetables are searce in 
Havana. The same cenditions prevail in 
Matanzas and Santa Clara. The insurgents 
seem to increase in numbers, obtain ammu- 
nition and continue depredations in spite of 
all the troops can do. 

The daily record of bridges, culverts, sta- 
tions and railroads destroyed, cane burned 
and towns attacked is growing larger. 

The troops had six encounters in Havana 
provinee Monday. One was at Las Gua- 
cimas, between Managua and ’Havana, so 
close to the city that relief for the wound- 
ed was sent from the suburb of Jesus del 
Monte. The official report is silent about 
the loss. I am informed one officer and 
eight soldiers were killed an@ seventy 
wounded on the Spanish side. The insur- 
gent loss was two dead and ten wounded. 
The recent engagements were not of sufii- 
cient importance to prevent the insurgents 
from returning to Havana province. 

General Navarro has been sent hack to 
Spain for failing to keep Maceo in Pinar 
province. Gomez sent his wounded men 
and broken down horses to Siguana valley, 
Santa Clara, leaving his forces clear fer 
action in Matanzas and Havana provinces. 

There are rumors that Collazo’s expedi- 
tion has been landed near Matanzas, bit 
no confirmation yet. CLARK.

CUBAN SHOT DOWN. 


ened with Violence. 

Tampa, Fla, March 4.—Maximo Prut, a 
Spanish bartender of Port Tampa City, 
shot and killed a Cuban at that place last 
night at 7 o’clock over a disputed bar bill. 

The tragedy has excited the Spaniards 
avd Cubans in this city to a cunsidcrable 
extent and it is feared that there will be 
serious trouble. It is understood that the 
Cuban authorities of this city have em- 
picyed counsel and deciare that the Span- 
iard shall not live under any circum- 
stances. 

Prut gave himself up and is now in jail. 
He has employed Smith & Peeples to de- 
fend him. The hot-headed element. of the 
Cubans say that they will kill him if he 
is taken out of jail, but it is thought 
that good judgment will prevail and that 
he will get a fair trial. 


MORE SHIPS STOPPED. 


Schooner Mallory Arrested by a Reve- 
nue Cutter. 

Tampa, Fla., March 4.—The reventie cut- 
ter Morrill arrested the schooner Stephen 
R. Mallory at Long Boat inlet at 6 o’clock 
yesterday on the charge of being a fili- 
buster. The Morrill arrived at Port Tam- 
pa Saturday and sailed yesterday at 3 
o’clock under sealed orders. She proceeded 
straight to the gulf, and it is said that she 
had instructions to arrest both the Mal- 
lory and the Ardell, 

The Mallory was sighted off Leng Boat 
and it is said that the cutter had to send 
shot across her bows before she would lay 
to. On being Woarded it was found that 
she had a crew of five men, besides the 
captain, all Americans, and was heavily 
joaded with arms ‘and ammunition, The cut- 
ter has arrived at the port with the schoon- 
er, and reported the capture to Collector of 
Custems Leslie, who has repcrted the mat- 
ter to the department at Washington and 
placed the schooner in charge of a deputy 
United States marshal, 

It has been rumored in this city for sev- 
eral cays that the Mallory and Ardell would 
sail for Cuba with ammunit.on for the in- 
surgents and Vice Consul Sol.s has been on 
the alert, and, it is rumored, had already 
notified the authorities at Washington of 
the intention of the two boats, 

The Mallory is only about six months 
olf. She is forty-eight tons, fast and sea 


worthy, and is owned by Cottrell & Fin- |

Republicans Split on M’Kinley and 
the Czar. 


M’KINLEY WON THE FIGHT 


Delegates Were Named at Two 
Meetings. 


LYNCH §=LED THE REED  BOLTERS 


Politics Are All Astir in Republican 
Circles—McKinley Seems To Have 
the Best of It. 


Jackson, Miss., March 4.—The republican 
State convention today brought about a 
complete dissolution of the slender ties that 
have for years bound the two warring fac- 
tions in this state together and that ele- 
ment of the party which has followed the 
fortune of John R. Lynch are stamped as 
bolters, , 

To explain the situation it is necessary 
to go back to January last, at which time 
the republican state executive committee 
met here and selected a sub-committee of 
eleven to pass on all contests, the same to 
be ratified by the entire committee before 
the convention met. This sub-committee 
has been in session since Monday, and at 
10 o’clock today reported to the full com- 
mittee, 

Both these committees were favorable to 
Hill, he having seven on the sub-commit- 
tee of eleven and forty-nine on the full 
executive committee of ninety, so that he 
easily carried every point. 

The meeting of the executive committee 
was a stormy one, the Lynch men fighting 
every inch of ground and dying in the last 
ditch. The ‘convention was ‘entitled to 
-66 delegates, and of these, Hill seated a 
majority of his own men. 

A resolution was adopted that admit- 
tance to the convention hall should be only 
on tickets issued by the chairman of the 
sub-committee, Hon,. John McGill, a Hill 
supporter, and that contestants were to be 
excluded. The Lynch faction protested and 
declined to ask for tickets, twit after a 
caucus decided to demand admission with- 
out tickets, 

At 4 o’clock, Lynch, at the head of his 
followers, went to the opera ‘house door 
in a body and asked admission. Tickets 
were offered them but were declined, and 
they crossed éze street to another hall, 
where they held a Lynch convention, 

The Hill Meeting. 

The Hill crowd held am orderly meeting 
in the opera ,house, presided over by John 
McGill, of Jackson; T. V. McAllister, of 
Vicksburg, secretary. Several speeches 
were made, one by ex-Governor Pinchhack, 
of Louisiana, and the following delegates 
and alternates selected to attend the St. 
Louig convention: 

From the State at Large—James Hill, 
Jackson: John 8S. Burton, Holly Springs; 
A. M. Lea, Vicksburg: E. W. Lampton, 
Greenville. Alternates—N. A. Anderson, 
Vicksburg: W. B. Sorsby, Jackson; W. A. 
Alcorn, Friars Point: W. E. Mask, Wi- 
nona. 

While it is uninstructed, the delegation 
is sol'dly for Major McKinley. 

A resolution to instruct them to vote for 
him first, last and all the time, was re- 
jected. Two colored men from Memphis 
were introduced, and spoke in favor of 
Colonel William R. Moore, of Memjg.is, as 
a vice presidential candidate, but no action 
was asked in his behalf. 

The resolutions atopted reaffirm faith ig; 
and allegiance to the time-hooored princi- 
ples of the republican party as set forth 
in the platform adopted at the last repub- 
lican national convention. They hail with 
delight recent republican victories and 
accept them as evidence of a lack of public 
confidence in the administrative ability of 
the democratic party, and the results of 
elections in Meryland, Kentucky, West 
Virginia, Tennessee, Missouri and North 
Carolina are taken as “harbingers of the 
approach of the dawn that shall ere long 
usher Mississippi into the light of true 
political liberty.” 

The resolutions urge vpon all republicans 
to qualify themselves in every particular 
for citizenship. 

The Lynch Convention. 

The Lynch faction convention was called 
to erder by L. B. Mosely, chairman of the 
state executive committee, and permaiisat 
organization effected by electing J. JL. 
Ycllowby chairman. Business was then 
proceeded with as if they were the only 
convention. They denounced the lil} 
crowd in vigorous terms, declaring Lynch 
had a large majority of the delegates, but 
that they were systematically robbed by 
the subcommittee.

No arrangements have been made for the 
funeral, but telegrams have been sent to 
Carainal Satolli, at Denver, and it is ex- 
pected that he will come here immediately 
and officiate at the funeral. It is expected 
that the archbishop’s remains will lie in 
State for several days and that the funeral 
ceremonies will take place next Sunday. 


Sketch of His Life. 

Peter Richard Kenrick was born in 
Dublin, Ireland, August 18, 1803. He first 
studied in the Dublin city schools, subse- 
quently had a private tutor and finally 
entered the celebrated college of Maynooth, 
near Dublin. In May, 1832, he was ordained 
priest and came to Philadelphia in 1833 
and was appointed vicar general of that 
diocese. Subsequently he was stationed at 
Pittsburg, and he led for a time the life 
of 2 missionary in western Pennsylvania. 
On November 3, 1841, at Philadelphia was

ecutive more faithful to the people than 
Governor Greenkalge. His death is a sad 
blow to the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, and is one which will bring grief in- 
to the hearts of the people of an entire 
state. 

He was a man of fine attainments and 
wondefful magnetism. Personally, there 
was not a more courteous, man and to 
know him was to love him. While he had 
been ill for a number of days, and’ while his 
life had been despaired of several times, 
he had managed to rally and each time 
the hope was given that he might recover. 

But since last night at about 10 o’clock 
he began to decline rapidly, and it was not 
long before it was evident that he was past 
all human aid. He relapsed into uncon- 
sciousness and could not be aroused. His 
entire family and three physicians were at 
his bedside when the end came. 

When his death became known, wherever 
it was heard of the bells were tolled. He 
succeeded Governor Russell, and was twice 
elected governor. He held the affection and 
the trust of his people, and the state suf- 
fers an irreparable loss at his ceath. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Frederick Thomas Greenhalge was born 
in Clitherse, England, July 10, 182. He 
came to this country with his father, Wil- 
liam Greenhalge, who went to Lowell, 
Mass., in 1844. He passed through the 
grammar and high schools cf that city and 
entered Harvard college. 

In March, 15863, he began the study of 
law and was admitted to the Middlesex bar 
in 1860. 

In 1880 and 1881 he was elected mayor 
of Lowell by large majorities. 

In 1884 he was sent as a delegate to the 
republican national convention, and in 1885 
he was elected to the legislature in a 
democratic ° district. 

In 1888 he was chosen a member of the 
fifty-first congress. . 

Mr. Greenhalge at once took high rank 
as a debater and won high praise from 
his party associates by his conduct of con- 
tested election cases. 

He was elected governor of Massachu- 
setts to succeed Governor Russell in 1893, 
and was re-elected in 1894 and 1895. 


Few of the prominent and distinguished 
visitors to Atlanta last fall and during 
the exposition attracted more attention or 
mrade more friends than Governor Green- 
haige. Courteous in address and a man of 
fine intelligence, he was always interest- 
ing and quickly became popular with all 
who met him. 

When Massachusetts generously gave the 
Massachusetts building to the Daughters 
of é&4he American Revolution, Governor 
Greenhaige made the’address. 

The late governor had a sister living in 
Atlanta, but who has gone to Lowell, in 
response to a telegram. Governor Green- 
halge’s sister is Mrs. T. P. Ivy, a most 
lovable, sweet woman, with a long line 
of warm friends and admirers in Atlanta. 
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ARCHBISHOP KENNICK DEAD. 


His Illness Was Sudden and Deatt 
Painless. 

Louis, Mo., March 4.—Most Rev. 

Richard Kenrick, the venerable

archbishop of the diocese of St. Louis, Mo., | 


died suddenly at the archiespiscopal resi- 
dence, No. 3818 Lindell boulevard, at 1:30 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The archbishop was taken suddenly ili 
this forenoon and Dr. Gregory was sum- 
moned. The latter was at the bedside of 
the dying prelate in less than half an hour 
and soon ascertained that but a few hours 
of ife remained. Archbishop Kain was no- 
tified, and together, with the members of 
the household and the archbishop’s faith- 
ful nurse, assembled around the bedside. 
The prayers for the dying were recited and 
the rites of extreme unction’ were admin- 
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coadjutor to the bishop of St: Louts, with 
the right of succession. 

On Bishop Rosatti’s death in 1843 Bishop 
Kenrick became actual bishop of St. Louis 
and in 1847 St. Lou's was erected into an 
arch diocese and Bishop Kenrick became 
its first archbishop. During the fifty years 
of his administration of the affairs of the 
diocese he encountered and overcame many 
obstacles. he celebration of his golden 
jubilee occurred on November 30, 1891, and 
was characterized by such brilliant and im- 
posing religious ceremonies as were never 
before witnessed on the American contl- 
nent. Owing to his advanced years the 
venerable prelate has of late been unable 
to properly administer the affairs of the 
diocese and many unsuccessful attempts 
were made to induce him to consent thata 
coadjutor be appointed. It was well known 
that he desired that the late Father Brady, 
Vicar general of the diocese, should suc- 
ceed him as archbishop, but owing to the 
manifest opposition from a number of 
the clergy to the appointment of Father 
Brady, the archbishop labored as best he 
could without the assistance of coadjutor 
unti! in 1894 Bishop John J. Kain, of 
Wheeling, W. Va., was appointed to that 
office. On September 5, 1895, Bishop Ken- 
rick withdrew from ihe administration of 
the affairs and since which time he has 
lived the lifs of a recluse in the magnifi- 
cent residence on Lindell boulevard, pre- 
sented to him by the Catholics of St. Louis 
on the occasicn cf his golden jubilee. 

Prominent Politician Dead. 

Chicago, March 4.—William J. Campbell, 
member of the republican national commit- 
tee and chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of that body died at 2 o’clock this af- 
ternoon of pneumonia at his home at River- 
side in this city.

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ELDUYAEN HAS RESIGNED. 


It Is Probable That Tetuan Will Go 
Back In. 

Madrid, March 4.—Senor Elduyaen, who 
was recently appointed minister of foreign 
affairs in succession to the duke of Tetuan, 
has resigned. A meeting of the cabinet was 
held this evening at which Senor Elduayen 
announced that he had tendered his resig- 
nation because it was considered desirable 
that the same minister who began nego- 
tiations with the United States and other 
eountries in regard to Cuba, should com- 
plete them. 

It is understood that the duke of Tetuan 
will succeed the retiring forefgn minister, 
and that he will take the oath of office to- 
morrow. At the meeting it was decided 
that the universities should be closed for 
the present.

ORDER TO ADVANCE WAS GIVEN 


Italians Were Then Forced Into the 
Fearful Fight—Princes Who De- 
sire To Get Glory in Africa. 


Rome, March 4.—It is stated that General 
Baldissera is due to arrive at Asmara, to- 
ward which place the Italian troops are 
said to be retreating, on the 6th instant, 
and that there he will meet General Bar- 
atieri. Advices from Massowah say he has 
already assumed charge. Long official dis- 
patches from Massowah, under the date of 
March 3d, give the technical details of the 
Positions and movements of the Italian 
troops engaged in Sunday’s battle with the 
Abyssinians. 

According to these advices the troops in 
the morning occupied two ridges in the vi- 
cinity of Adowah, but they were compelled 
to abandon these positions by immense pha. 
lanxes of the enemy. The fighting was evi- 
dently of a terrific character, and the re- 
treat of most of the battalions was a mere 
rout. 

The dispatches conclude that no news has 
been received of General Delormida’s bri- 
gade nor of Generals Arimondi and Alber- 
tone, 

The most contradictory reports are in 
circulation, and it is impossible to obtain 
any precise information as to the gravity 
of the defeat of the government forces, 

Baratieri’s Report. 

General Baratieri’s report of the battle 
fought between Italian troops in Africa and 
Abyssinians opposing them, has been re- 
chived by the government. The report ex- 
“lains why the Italians were obliged’ to 
make the attack upon the Abyssinians ag 
they did and why the former were Uefeat- 
ed. General Albertone’s brigade, the report 
Says, had advanced too far and had lost 
contact with the main army. To protect 
them Generali Baratieri was obliged to 
move forward. White troops of Albertone’s 
command could not resist the assaults of 
the Abyssinians, and fell back in disorder, 
hindering artillery from taking position, 
The black troops of the brigade were braver ~ 
and fought with more valer and vigor than 
the whites, 

It is difficult, General Baraticri says, to 
ascertain the Italian losses accuratély. 
Large numbers of men, who are supposed 
to be dead or have been taken prisoners, 
are missing. 

Princes Want To Fight. 

The prince of Naples, crown prince of 
Italy, had a conference with King Hum- 
bert and General Merceni, minister of war, 
this morning. All of the Italian princes 
have again asked permission to go to Abys- 
sinia. 

Cabinet Presses Resignations. 

The cabinet held a protracted meeting 
this morning and unanimously decided to 
press the acceptance of their resignations, 
desiring to leave to the crown complete 
liberty of action. Premier Crispi this after- 
noon announced to King Humbert the de- 
cision of the cabinet to resign, which will 
be communicated to the chambers tomor- 
row. 


A Royal Decree. 

The royal decree, bearing the date of 
March 3d, has been promulgated reliev- 
ing General Baratieri of his functions ag 
govermor of the African province of Ery- 
threa. 


Ten Thousand Killed. 

London, March 4.—The Daily Telegraph 
tomorrow wiil publish a dispatch from 
Iome stating that the Italian losses in 
Sunday’s battle with the Abyssinians were 
ten thousand killed, wounded or taken pris- 
oners.

This council 
has succeeded in paying $10,000 of the $30,000 
floating debt which was in existence when 
Mr. Moore was electcd. .

A New Secretary Chosen by the Water 
, Board Yesterday. 


WAS AN EXCITING ELECTION 


Superintendent Woodward Files a Re- 
port of Much Interest—Details 
of the Session. 


The water board convened in regular 
monthly session yesterday morning in the 
general committee room next to the may- 
ors office in the city hall. 

Of the nine chairs arranged around the 
long table upon which ®the water commis- 
sioners scatter their papers and over which: 
the members deliberate, there was mot an 
empty one when Mr. Hillyer, president of 
the beard, called the body to order. 

Besides every member of the, board, all 
of the officers connected with that depart- 
mé¢nt of the city government were present, 
while a large number vf Atlantians inter- 
ested in the race for secretary to the board 
booked for the day was in attendance. 

Mr. Torbett, member of the board from 
the fifth ward, who has been doing the 
work of secretary, presented the records 
of the department since the last meeting 
of that body and a history of the last 


meeting of the board. 

It was then suggested that the rules be 
suspended and the election of a secretary 
to the board be proceeded with, This was 
what the visitors wanted and as the sug- 
gestion was ag'eed to the large throng 
pushed close around the long table so as to 
see and hear all that transpired. 

The question of salary was disposed of 
by putting the figures at $1,500 a year. 
While Mr. Terry was secretary the salary 
was $1,800 a year. 

Before the president there wes quite a 
bunch of letters and each one was a re- 
quest for the place—along with the request 
coming in each case a long list of references 
and indorsements. After these had been 
read President Hillyer stated that the 
board was ready to entertain nominations. 

“Then,” said Mr. Johnsen, who succeed- 
el Mr. Zach Smith frem the tnird ward, 
“I desire to place before this. board the 
name of Mr. Cephas Brown,.a young man 
not only thoroughly equipped for the work, 
but a voung man entertaining the respect 
and esteem of all who know him.” 

“Tl desire,” said President Hillyer from 
the chair, ‘“‘to second that nomination and 
in doing so wish to say that I have Known 
Mr. Brown for years. In fact, since his 
childhood. I was in practical touch with 
him when he was voung through the 
Poughkeepsie college and Knew that he 
acauitted himself handsomely. Besides be- 
ing a good accountant, Mr. Brown is a 
vyood machinist and though that is not 
necessary with a secretary to the boara 
cf water commissioners, it wen't g9 
amiss.’’ 

‘*t indorse,”’ said Mr. Erwin, 
President Hillyer has said about Mr. 
Brown. I know it all to be true and for 
that reason I indorse it. But I desire to 
name’'a candidate for the place—not only 
a candidate, but the man who should have 
it. J] mean a man who tas done as much 
for the water department of Atlanta as a’ly 
one in the city—a man who is conversant 
with every detail of the work, whether in 
the waterworks oflice or in the field. He 
is the man who has shown the wretched 
system of accounts and bocks in the su- 
perintenilent’s cffice and who has straight- 
ened things out on that line, for which 
this body has thanked him. I mean the 
member ‘of this board from the fifth ward 
and its acting secretary— —Mr. M. B. Tor- 
bett.’ 

No other nominations were made and 
the secretary called the roll. 

The voting strength of the board when 
complete is nine, but only eight votes 
were cast, the missing vote being that of 
Mr. Torbett, who did not vote on account 
of his candidacy. 

There was but 
resulted: 

For Torbett—Winship, Howell, Erwin—2. 

For Brown—President Hillyer, Mayor 
King, Mr. Haas, Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Culberson—5. 

To some the result was a surprise, while 
to others it was only what was expected. 

Mr. Brown is now at the head of the 
clerical department of the Central rail- 
road and is one of the most successful 
young men of the city and will make a 
good man in the superintendent’s office. 

Immediately after the election the 
officers submitted their reports. One of 
the most interesting papers the board has 
had in years was the report of the super- 
intendent of the department for February. 
Not only did the paper cover that de- 
partment, but gave a synoptical review of 
the regular reports of all thé departments 
of the system to Colonel Woodward. In 
his report Colonel Woodward said: 

‘The new thirty-inch main is now laid 
and has been tested to Bradley avenue, 
#200 feet from pumping station and within 
500 feet of Marietta street, and weather 
permitting the main will be laid to Mari- 
etta street within twenty-four hours and 
will be ready for testing to that point by 
Friday morning. The distance from Cur- 
ran street to North avenue is 2,898 feet 
with a fall of only about three feet from 
Bellwood avenue to North avenue, and 
there is no provision for a valve between 
these points. Marietta street is a business 
street and in case of a greak in the main 
between these points the ‘whole pipe would 
have to be drained and leave that part of 
the street ‘without fire protection. I there- 
fore recommend the purchase of a special 
fitting 30x6 inch with opening at the bottom 
to be placed between Curran street and 
North avenue so as to drain pipe when 
necessary. If the weather permits by 
Monday will commence work on: Marietta 
street and the work will be pushed for- 
ward day and night until completed. The 
pipe on hand will reach about 300 feet be- 
yond North avenue. 

‘“‘We have taken up about 6,000 feet of 
six-inch pipe purchased from the exposi- 
tion company at the cost of $73.80 and will 
patel all of this pipe out by Saturday 
ni 

ay desire to call the attention of the 
board to the fact that the hydrant at the 
corner of Wilson avenue and Peachtree 
street has been tampered with by some 
one to such an extent as to make it use- 
less. The socket for key to the valve 
stem has been broken entirely off.

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SPEECH BY MR. WALSH. 
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The Ex-Senator Addressed South Caro- 
lina’s Assembly. 

Columbia, S. C., March 4.—The Hon. Pat-

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UNCLE SAM'S TAX 


Brings a Multitude of Poor Moonshiners 
to Grief. 


OPENING OF THE MARCH TERM 


Court Opens Next Wednesday Morn- 
ing and Colonel Bill Day Will 
Be on Hand. 


The woes of the moonshiner will be dis- 
closed to the merciful ears of Judge New- 
man next week. 

Colonel Bill Day will come dowm from the 

untaings next Monday morning fcr the 
siese ef taking care of the little block- 
ade distiller who has fallen into the hands 
of the revenue officers, 

Though Colonel Day is a strictly sober 

man,himself and never indulges in the fas- 
cinating beverage, he fs nevertheless moved 
to compassion for the infirmities of the 
moonshiner and is always ready to repre- 
sant him in court. If he finds it impossi- 
ble to establish the innocence of his ¢li- 
ent he tries to get him off as light as pos- 
sible, and generally succeeds. 

Colonel Day has mastered the science of 
the moonshine busness thoroughly so far 
as the legal aspect of.that industry is con- 
cerned. Ever since the northern district 
of Georgia was first created by legisla- 
tive enactment, Colonel Day has figured 
in the proceedings of the federal court as 
the champion of the north Georgia moon- 
shiner. 

Ti must not be hastily assumed that 
Colonel Day is mercenary in his defense 
of the hopeless moonshiner. As a rule the 
man who cheats the government out of its 
revenue makes no odds of cheating a law- 
yer out of his fee, and Colonel Day fre- 
quently suffers from the application of 
this principle. As a matter of fact, Colo- 
nel Day is a big hearted man, and believes 
that the moonshiner is more sinned against 
than shining, by reason of the hardships 
of the internal revenue system. Before the 
war these same moonshiners were permit- 
ted “to carry on their business without 
the pernicious system of spies which has 
since come about, and if the business of 
making whisky was legal and right once 
they see no reason why if should not be 
legal and right forever. 

The moonshine docket for the March 
term of the court is much heavier than 
usual and Judge Newman will be occupied 
in the hearing of these cases for several 
weeks. 

In addition to these moonshiners several 
other defendants charged with criminal vio- 
lations will be tried before Judge Newman. 

Among these will be George W. Dice, the 
alleged counterfeiter, who is supposed to 
be at the head of one of the most notorious 
counterfeit gangs in this country. Dice is 
a man of splendid personal appearance, 
and has a look of respectability about him 
that is rarely found in a criminal. Dice 
has been under arrest in Atlanta for two 
months. Recently he was taken to New 
Orleans for the. purpose of testifying 
against one of his alleged confederates, 


*but refused to testify. 


The only indictments against Dice have 
been found in this county, although his 
imputed operations have been restricted 
to no exclusive locality, 

Dice was arrested in Kansas City. Act- 
ing under his direction. a man by the name 
of Keener residing in this city shipped him 
a package of counterfeit certificates, rep- 
resenting about $15,000 in bogus money. 
Dice wild be tried on the 18th of this month. 

The federal grand jury will meet for the 
purpose of organizing for the March term 
next Monday morning at 10 o’clock.

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Governor McLaurin’s Special Message 

The special message of Governor Me- 
Laurin to the Mississippi legislature, 
urging that body to pass a law pro- 
hibiting gold contracts, document 
that is worth the attention of every 
business man and farmer in the coun- 
try. The message is short, but it is 
clear and strong and deals with one of 
the nrost important phases of the money 
question. 

Every contract that is made payable 
in gold, by its terms, to that extent de- 
monetizes the silver coin in cireulation 
and discredits use debt-paying 
money. If A makes a contract with B 
by which he obligates himself to pay 
B on a certain date $10,000 in gold, then 
Bsoarasthiscontract is concerned, $10,- 
000 in silver coin is demonetized, dis- 
credited, and the legal tender quality 
conferred on it by the government abol- 
ished and denied. 

The amount of gold available ®r debt- 
paying purposes in the gold-using coun- 
‘trigs—including the United States—is 
utterly insignificant when compared 
with the amount of government, state, 
municipal, corporate and individual 
debts in these countries. There is not 
‘enough gold to pay even a trivial part 
of these debts. This is one reason why, 
when settlement day comes and gold or 
its equivalent is demanded, there are 
so many failures in business and so 
many corporations, once prosperous, are 
in the hands of receivers. 

The excessive demand for gold, com- 
pared with the amount of that metal 
that is available for business and debt- 
paying purposes, has already more than 
doubled its value. This result is to be 
seen apd felt in the depreciation, as 
compared with gold, of the prices of the 
products of human labor—the commodi- 
ties with which nations as well as in- 
dividuais pay their debts. The prem- 
ium of more than 100 per cent which the 
goid dollar commands is to be found in 
the fact that the farmer has to. part 
with twice as much cotton, wheat and 
corn to secure a dollar as he did a few 
years ago and that the merchant has 
to sell twice the amount of goods to 
realize the profits that he formerly 
realized. 

This being the case, anything that 
tends to further increase the demand 
for gold—thereby increasing its value— 
interferes with the rights and privileges 
of the people and should be prohibited 
by law. If a state law can accomplish 
the result, So much the better. 

This is why the message of Governor 
McLaurin is so timely and so important. 
It strikes at an evil that has been grow- 
ing very rapidly during the past few 
years and that will continue to grow 
and develop unless the people of the 
state, through their representatives, put 
an end to it. As Governor McLaurin 
aptly says, the public interest is in- 
volved in the result of these contracts. 
Why? Because every gold contract de- 
monetizes and therefore discredits, 
far as that debt is concerned, an equal 
amount of silver coin and is a direct 
denial of the right of the government 
to impart the legal tender quality to 
money. 

The number of these contracts has 
been steadily growing for several years, 
and the increase has been so rapid of 
late as to demand the serious attention 
of those who represent the’ interests 
of the people. By this insidious means 
the efforts of the money power to in- 
crease the value and purchasing power 
of gold is more than supplemented. 
The silver that is uncoined has already 
been shut out of the mints and demone-

tized, thereby depriving the people of 


this country of the use as money of 
this large amount of capital, and now 
the gold contract is brought to bear to 
demonetize and discredit as debt- -pay- 
ing money the silver that has already 
been coined. 

For this reason the gold contract is as 
serious an attack upon the interests and 
welfare of the public as the demoneti- 
It destroys the yalue 
Otome silver bod in circulation as 


tender. quality of the gold dollar and 
thereby makes gold more valuable and 
harder to get. 

This, of course, is the policy of those 
who own the gold that is available for 
debt-paying purposes. They do not 
deal in goods, in commodities and in the 
products of human labor. If they did 
they would employ their experience and 
their undoubted talents in making these 
articles more valuable than gold. But 
having the gold at their command— 
every dollar of available gold in the 
civilized world is controlled by less than 
a thousand bankers and bondholders— 
all their efforts and all their talents are 
directed toward making gold more val- 
uable than the products of human labor. 

This increase in the value of gold, 
Which has been brought about by the 
demonetization of silver, is now supple- 
mented by the gold contract, which in- 
Sidiously discredits and demonetizes the 
Silver coin that is already in circulation. 
Every gold contract that is entered into 
increases the demand for gold and 
makes it more valuable, thereby placing 
additional burdens on the shoulders of 
those who have debts to pay and com- 
modities to sell.

ment of debts, to enact a law declaring, 
that the gold and silver coin of the 
United States shall be legal tender and 
that the law shall apply all debts 
hereafter contracted. 

This would be a good law, not only for 
Mississippi, but for all the states. It 
would help put an end to the insidious 
effort that is now being made to 
monetize and discredit the silver 
of the United State: 
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As tc a New City Hall. 

The movement by the city council of 
Atlanta to get new quarters for the 
city government is very commendable. 
The present quarters are not suita- 
ble. 

But we do not think the citizens of 
Atlanta would favor the purchase of 
grounds and the erection of a new city 
hall building at great expense. The 
objection urged to this proposition is 
that it will increase taxation to go to 
this expense and in ten or fifteen years 
any building that might be adequate 
now for the purpose of a city hall would 
then be too small and other arrange- 
ments would have to be made, and it is 
a fact well understood that a building 
that is adapted for a particular pur- 
pose—as a city, hall would have to be 
if built—could not be sold for half of 
its cost in the event other arrange- 
ments had to be made. Take, for in- 
Stance, the courtivouse property in our 
city. If the county of Fulton had to 
dispose of that property tomorrow it 
could not get half of its value, because 
the building could not well be adapted 
to other purposes. 

How long a building sufficient to meet 
the wants now required would do of 
course depends entirely on the prosper- 
ity of the city. It probably would not 
be more than ten years before the city 
would outgrow the present  require- 
ments and possibly require twice as 
much space as is now needed. Besides 
this, if the city can arrange to get suf- 
ficient quarters on a lease, with the right 
of renewal, it will save an immense 
amount of money by the right to tax the 
property which it would not have in 
the event it spent the money and made 
the improvement itself. Our council- 
men should work to keep taxes down. 
Nothing will induce people to invest in 
real estate quicker than this. If we 
could decrease our rates of taxation 
even a small per cent it would induce 
further investment in our city and bring 
capital here more rapidly than anything 
else. That Atlanta property is the 
safest investment in the south is well 
known. 

If the city erects a building such as 
it wants now it would cost at least 25 
per cent more than it would private 
individuals to do the same work. This, 
added to the further fact that we lose 
the right to tax it, renders it important 
that whatever arrangement our council 
makes for new quarters should be on 
the basis of a lease instead of a pur- 
chase and further expenditure of 
money. When Atlanta gets out of debt 
and desires to spread itself, there will 
be time enough to look for permanent 
quarters in the shape of public buildings 
owned by the city. 

While we approve the movement to 
secure suitable quarters for the city, 
we do not think it would be a good 
move to make a permanent investment 
of the kind suggested now. We have 
good business men in the council who 
are certainly interested in the prosperity 
of the city, and we have faith in these 
men, that they will look carefully into 
the situation and do what is best for 
the city. 
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What Daniel Manning Did. 

A correspondent at Eufaula, Ala., who 
signs himself “Bimetallist,” says: “In 
your issue of February 27th, editorial 
page, second column, under the head of 
“Good Advice,” you quote from The 
New York World: ‘If Mr. Carlisle can- 
not nerve himself to this point, as Dan- 
iel Manning did,’ ete. Now, what did 
Daniel Manning do and when and where 
did he do it? -Please give this informa-

Daniel Manning was Mr. Cleveland's 
first secretary of the treasury. He was 
a true bimetallist, a genuine democrat 
and a man of courage. Moreover, he 
was thoroughly acquainted with the 
aims and character of the men who were 
then, as they are now, trying to discredit 
silver as the money of final payment 

Secretary Manning was from Albany, 
and when he took charge of the federal 
treasury the men who have been raiding 
the gold reserve during the last four 
years thought they had things pretty 
much as they wanted them to be. They 


began to raid the gold reserve, and do

did not approve. Mr. Manning saw 
through their little game. When he did 
see through it he was equal to the sit- 
uation. He sent word to the Wall street 
bankers that the next demand they 
made on the gold reserve would be 
paid in silver—that silver was a part of 
the lawful money of the country—a part 
of the “coin” supply in which the notes 
and bonds of the government were pay- 
able. 

This was very disturbing news. A 
delegation of New York bankers made 
haste to call on Mr. Manning, and he 
took occasion to inform them in the 
plainest and most unequivocal manner 
that any effort on their part to unneces- 
sarily disturb the reserve, which was 
intended to maintain an equilibrium be- 
tween our various forms of money, 
would result in silver payments. The 
bankers went home and informed their 
brethren of the situation, and within a 
few hours the associated banks of New 
York city were sending gold to the sub- 
treasury to be exchanged for 
backs. 

This is why the gold reserve not only 
remained undisturbed but gathered 
strength during Mr. Cleveland's first ad- 
ministration. Rather than sacrifice the 
interests of the people and of the coun- 
try, as Mr. Carlisle has done, Daniel 
Manning would have sacrificed the 
supposed interests of the banks and the 
bondholders. 

But he knew well that there would 
be no need of sacrificing any interests. 
Iie knew that, rather than force silver 
payments, the banks of New York would 
have strained their resosrces to supply 
the treasury with gold; that each and 
every one of them would have used all 
its influence and all its capital in pro- 
tecting the gold reserve. 

Whether Mr. Carlisle knew this or 
whether he cared we cannot say. Ex- 
clusive gold payments were ordered by 
Mr. Cleveland, and they have been kept 
up until more than three hundred mil- 
lions of the people’s substance has been 
Sacrificed to the greed of those who 
have been and are still raiding the 
treasury. 

And the end is not vet. Since the 
6th of January. when ‘the hundred mil- 
lion bond issue was announced, nearly 
$50,000,000 in gold has been withdrawn 
from the treasury and only a fraction 
has been exported. The rest has been 
used in paying for the bonds. 
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The End Is in Sight. 

Nervous people who have been fear- 
ing that we might have a war *with 
England over Venezuela and _ with 
Spain over Cuba may now put on their 
nightcaps and retire to rest. 

The news comes from Wilmington 
that the mighty state of Delaware has 
been aroused, and it has determined to 
put an army in the field, subject to the 
order of President Cleveland, in order to 
resist the encroachments of foreign 
powers. 

It is not often that we hear from Del- 
aware. It is most generally discussed 
over a juicy peach, and sometimes the 
Philadelphians haye occasion to berate 
the tardy natives of that state when 
they come in late with the morning's 
supply of vegetables. But now all this 
is to be changed. The peach-grower, 
the cabbage-raiser and the okra-peddler, 
generally have taken on military airs, 
and when the mighty legions of the 
state of Delaware file past the national 
capitol the assembled statesmen will 
breathe a sigh of relief, for they will 
know that now our country is safe and 
the flag will wave in triumph wherever 
the Delaware troops choose to carry it. 
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Upholding the Bar. 

The practice of the law is an honor- 
able profession, and in the hands of its 
leading exemplars in Atlanta it is sure 
to take a high place.

Parceling Out Africa. 

The defeat of the Italian army operat- 
ing in Abyssinia, by King Menelik, sug- 
gests a parafiel between the occupation 
of the American continents four hun- 
dred years ago and the present partition 
of Africa. 

The masterful races which at present 
eontrol the European continent, drove 
before them and either utterly annihi- 
lated or amalgamated the inferior races 
which they found in possession of that 
continent. Through fifteen hundred 
years of occupation these people grew 
in,strength until the borders of their 
dominions were overflowing with human 
beings. In their midst was developed 
the arts and sciences and the highest 
type of civilization. It was the neces- 
sity of these overcrowding millions 
which impelled the voyages westward 
out of which resulted the discovery of 
the American continents. Behind these 
people, to the east, was left the older 
races of Asia and Africa, with whom 
the Europeans had no idea of a conflict. 
It was to the westward that their faces 
were set, and when, guided by Colum- 
bus, the new land was discovered, the 
adventurous spirits of Spain, of Por- 
tugal, of France and of Great Britain 
sought the wilds for fortunes, and later, 
for moans. The Portugese secured the 
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iy Hs aiatre in Brasil, 1 
recently thrown off its Portuguese em- 
peror. The Spaniards seized the eastern 
shores of South America, from Pata- 
gonia on up to the isthmus, through 
Central America and Mexico, the West 
Indies and the western half of the North 
American continent. The English plant- 
ed their colonies from Cape Cod to the 
James river and as far south as the 
mouth of thé Savannah. The French 
entering the continent through the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, followed the water- 
ways of the great lakes to lake Su- 
perior, and descending the waters of 
the great Mississippi river they went 
southward until they reached their col- 
ony of Louisiana. 

All of these occupations were not 
made without fierce struggles with the 
natives. The Portuguese and the Span- 
iards first carried on a war of. extermi- 
nation, which was found unsuccessful 
because of the disparity of numbers 
when the Spanish and Portuguese colo- 
nists made common cause With their In- 
dian neighbors and expelled the soldiers 
of the home country from their borders. 
England at first looked upon her colo- 
nies as subjects of booty, but the Amer- 
ican revolution taught her that Eng- 
lishmen carried with them their rights 
and were as ready to fight for them‘in 
America as in England. The conse- 
quence was that though England lost 
her American colonies they did not pass 
from under control of men of English 
tradition, and have since grown into a 
great nation. The lesson learned by 
Great Britain was turned to good ac- 
count, as it has taught her to mend 
her colonial system so that she does not 
now possess a single colony in which 
the citizens do not vie in patriotism 
with the most enthusiastic Englishmen. 
The French movement took on more the 
nature of exploration than of coloniza- 
tion, and the strange Spectacle is pre- 
sented today that out of the vast ter- 
ritory which onee yielded obedience to 
I‘'rance she has left behind her but one 
single successful colony—that of Que- 
bee, and that is French only in the lan- 
guage, manners and customs of its peo- 
ple, its government having become part 
of that of Great Britain. 

Slowly, during the four hundred years 
that has seen America grow from a 
wilderness into a continent of great na- 
tions, we have now reached the culmi- 
nation when Cuba, which, with the ex- 
ception of Porto Rico, is the only re- 
maining colony of Spain, is struggling 
masterfully for freedom from the mother 
country, and only a few years more will 
give practical force to the Monroe doc- 
trine, which served Europe with notice 
that she must look elsewhere for dis- 
posal of her over-crowded population. 

Strangely enough, events have led to 
conditions which make this change pos- 
sible. People still living remember the 
glowing stories of Mungo Park, who had 
penetrated the darkness of Africa and 
brought back the evidences of savage 
peoples and great natural resources. He 
was followed by Livingstone, whose 
seventeen years of self-imprisonment 
within the jungles opened the eyes of 
civilization to the strange continent 
which was so full of gloom and yet so 
attractive to the imagination. Then 
came Stanley, the discoverer of Livings- 
tone, who added the journalist’s pen to 
the zest of exploration and who finally 
succeeded in making the face of Afri- 
ca as familiar to the readers of the day 
as was that of America. Even before 
the work of Stanley, Europe had begun 


England was established in Cape Col- 
ony in the south, France had taken pos- 
session of Algiers and Spain had also 
occupied a part of the northern coast. 
The revolt of the Zalus against England 
made the situation acute and this was 


tire continent among the powers of 
furope. The arrangement was one by 
which each power agreed upon the slice 
which it woukl allow to the other, and 
each one was to proceed upon the con- 
quest of its piece at the time when most 
suitable for itself. Abyssinia fell to the 
lot of Italy, and Italy, it seems, has had 
the most difficult task, for the Abyssin- 
ians are a people with a history and 
with national pride and they are some- 
what more civilized than the westerners 
have given them credit for. 

To all this, however, there can be but 
one end. Africa is peopled by an in- 
fevior race. The over-crowded millions 
of Europe, being no longer encouraged 
by their rulers to come to America, nor, 
indeed, welcome here, are now turning 
their faces toward Africa. Before their 
march the African people must melt 
away as did the Indians before the same 
forces on the American continent. In 
Africa, as it was in America, there is 
presented the picture of valiant chiefs 


making brave stands in defense of their 


homes and their lives, but no effort 
that they can put forth can avail them. 
They may have justice on their side, as 
it was undoubtedly on the side of the 
Indian chiefs who fought against white 
aggression upon our continent, but the 
march of civilization is irresistible. Be- 
fore it an inferior race cannot stand up 
and show its face. It must retreat 
deeper and deeper into the interior, be- 
ing Slain.in battle, losing numbers by 
epidemic, melting away—until not a 
trace of their existence shall be left. 

Then we shall have upon the African 
continent new nations and new peoples, 
demanding their places in the congress 
of civilization, pushing out older govern- 
mepts, bringing in new issues to attract 
the attention of the world, and relegat- 
ing Europe in time to the new civiliza- 
tion which will control the world, hav- 
ing its center in America, Australia and 
Africa.

POLITICS IN GEORGIA. 

Judge John I. Hall, first. assistant at- 
torney general of the interior department, 
reached Atlanta yesterday morning from 
Washington. 

Following so closely upon the return of 
Secretary of the Interior Smith to Wash- 
ington, the visit of Judge Hall to Georgia 
at this juncture is considered to be quite 
significant, The state democratic execu- 
tive committee meets on Saturday and it 


‘js rumored that Judge Hall has arrived to 


take up the unfinished work of the secre- 
tary of the interior in shaping matters in 
a@ manner which will be acceptable to the 
gold standard ba of the party at Wash- 
ington. 

“T have just come for a few days’ rest,”’ 
said the judge yesterday, “and will spend 
most of my timfe at my home in Grif- 
fin.’’ 

During the past month quite a large num- 
ber of Georgia employes of the interior 
department have visited Georgia and the 
unusual number coming home at the same 
time has provoked considerable interest. 
During his stay in the city last week 
Secretary Smith was in daily conference 
with the visiting officials and Judge Hall's 
return to Washington immediately after 
the arrival of the secretary at Washington 
is considered to be a part of the pro- 
gramme then outlined—whatever it is. It 
is said amfong other things that Judge 
Hall will give his immediate attention to 
the legislative race in his home county in 
the hope that Spalding will send a repre- 
sentative who will be en rapport with the 
gold standard programme. 
said that the situation in Spalding at the 
present time is not such as to give en- 
couragement to the fact that a representa- 
tive of this line of thought can be elected, 
and if the rumor is correct it is for the pur- 
pose of straightening out this tangle that 
Judge Hall has come to Georgia. 

The fact that his visit is timed to cover 
the meeting of the» state executive com- 
mittee also indicates that he may have 
some business in a quiet way in shaping 
its action. . 


The nmteeting of the executive committee 
on Saturday will be a most interesting one, 
the main question for settlement being 
that of one or two conventions. Those 
who favor only one convention do so with 
the idea of concentrating democratic 
strength and energy and confining the 
primary action of the party in one primary 
and one convention, thus bringing out a 
full democratic vote and submitting all 
questions to the people at the ballot box. 
If this plan is adopted there will be no 
county mass meetings, but a general pri- 
mary will be held in which the ballot box 
will be opened in every militia district of 
the state, just as in a regular election. 

If two conventions are held the much 
abused mass meeting system will no doubt 
be resorted to again, and under this sys- 
tem a few men can shape the action 
of their respective counties without regard 
to a generai expression from the people at 
the ballot box. 

As matters now stand the committee is 
largely in favor of one convention and one 
primary apd there seems to be no doubt 
that such a course will be adopted at 
Saturday’s meeting. 

In but few of the states will two con- 
ventions be held and in the southern states 
it is probable that in not one will two pri- 
maries be held. The democratic execu- 
tive committee of Tennessee is in favor of 
but one convention and its members have 
so’ announced, while in Virginia and Ala- 
bama have already acted and ealled but 
one convention. In Pennsylvania, the state 
of ‘Mr. Harrity, the chairman of the 
national democratic comrmittee, but one 
convention has been called, and the same 
is true of Indiana, many of the strongest 
leaders of both elements of the party in 
the latter state having adopted the one 
convention course in the hope of bring- 
ing out a full vote, thus concentrating the 
energy of the party. 

Ihe action of the Georgia party is watch- 
ed with interest. 


The suggestion which seems to have 
taken hold of the democratic leaders of 
Bibb county—or of the democratic masses— 
that at the primaries which nominate 
representatives to the legislature the voter 
designate upon his ticket the candidate 
for senator whom he prefers, seems to meet 
with very general approval. The fact is 
the suggestion is not a new one with ‘the 
Bibb county people, for it has taken hold 
in other states and in some has already 
been adopted. 

The advocates of this method of sub- 
mitting to the people argue that if this 
were done—if the democratic voters were 
given the opportunity of designating whom 
they prefer to represent them in the senate 
—much of the popular clamor against the 
present method of electing senators would 
be done away with. That clamor comes 
unquestionably from the belief that it is 
entirely too easy for political manipulators 
to handle the representatives in’ a legisla- 
tive body, and there have been unquestion- 
ably many instances of men being selected 
to the United States senate who could not 
possibly have got there had it been left 
to the vote of the members of their party 
in their respective states. 

Of course this does not apply to Geor- 
gia alone, though there may have. been 
some instances of the kind in the state. 
Throughout the country there is a growth 
in the belief that the mrembers of the 
upper house of congress should be selected 
by the popular vote. The tendencies in 
some sections—perhaps it would be better 
to say some states—to select men as sena- 
tors simply because they possess barrels 
which are on tap for the benefit of politi- 
cians, has been very largely responsible 
for this: but even without these causes, 
the impression has become very strong 
that the senators should be brought in 
closer Aouch with the people. I[t is certain- 
ly good democracy to have the people 
themselves name their representatives in 
that body as well as in the lower house. 
The people can be trusted. It is their 
right. 

The press of the state, with here and 
there an exception, has gone on record as 
strongly favoring thg consolidation of 
primaries and conventions with the idea 
of doing away with a great deal of need- 
less strife. The primary for the senator- 
ship has been for a long time a popular 
idea with a great many democratic news- 
papers, who argue that nobody except a 
few aspiring politicians who could not 
stand the test can be hurt by such an 
innovation and the people would be very 
much better satisfied if this system were 
inaugurated. 


Itgmust be gratifying to Speaker Crisp 
and his friends to see the strong expres- 
sionS of indorsement which his letter an- 
nouncing his candidacy for the senate is 
receiving. This comes from not only his 
political friends but from his opponents 
as well. The gold standard people recog- 
nize Judge Crisp’s high ability and many 
of them indicate that in their own ranks 
there is a strong disposition to regard him 
pre-eminently the man for the senate and 
many people who do not agree with him 
on this question would vote for hinr, recog-

DR. NAT HARRIS DYING. 


THE WELL-KNOWN PHYSICIAN 
SUBMITS TO AN OPERATION. 


Appendicitis Was Taking His Life 
When He Insisted Upon the 
Knife. 


Dr. N. O. Harris is lying at the point of 
death, the result of an operation for ap- 
pendicitis. 

At 4:15 o'clock this morning a half dozen 
Physicians were around his cot in Dr. 
Holmes’s Sanitarium, on Spring street, anx- 
iously watching the desperate fight going 
on between life and death. 

There is no hope for his recovery. 

The incision was made at midnight and 
was rendered absolutely necessary by a 
thoroughly developed case of aggravated 
appendicitis, one of. the worst cases, Dr. 
Holmes states, that he has ever encoun- 
tered. 


Only a Day or Two Ago. 

With Dr. Harris the malady developed 
Monday, but it was twenty-four hours lat- 
er that appendicitis was suspected. 

On Sunday Dr. Harris was out and in 
apparent good health. Monday morning he 
was at his office, but late that afternoon he 
went home feeling badly and in a short 
time retired. 

He has not been up since. 

That night he suffered a good deal and 
the next morning some of his brother 
-physicians were called in. 

The Malady Develops. 

During the day synrptoms of appendicitis 
developed until it became apparent that 
an operation would have to be performed. 

It did not take him long to realize his 
condition and it was he himself who sug- 
gested an operation and insisted upon it. 
As the day wore on and his suffering in- 
creased, he became more emphatic in his 
requests*to be subjected to the knife. 

Dr. W. 8S. Elkin, Dre Hunter P. Cooper, 
Dr. William Perrin Nicolson, Dr. Floyd 
w. MeKRee, Dr. Daven, Dr. J.B. B&B, 
Holmes and Dr. C. C. Greene were called 
in and to them it was easily apparent that 
the operation was necessary. 

Dr. Harris heard the conclusion stoically 
and advised the operation. 

Remcved to the Sanitarium. 

The physicians determined to use the 
Knife about midnight, and at 10:30 o'clock 
Dr. Harris was placed upon a litter at 
his home, No. 21 East Cain street, 
and by a half dozen strong men was car- 
ried to Dr. Holmes’s sanitarium. 

About midnight he was placed upon an 
operating table with the surgeons and 
physicians mentioned around him. 

Dr. Clem Greene, a friend and associate 
of Dr. Harris from boyhood up, administer- 
ed the ether. 

Dr. Holmes used the knife. 

The Operation Performed. 

In less than an hour the operation was 
completed and Dr. Harris was conscious. 

But those about him were all of the 
Opinion that his case was almost, if not 
‘wholly hopeless. 

The operation showed that the abscess 
had broken and it is thought it gave way 
yesterday. 

A thoroughly defined case of ‘general 
septic peritonitis’’ had developed. All of 
this induced those about the patient’s cot 
to relinquish nearly all, if not all, hopes 
of life. 

A Well-Known Atlantian. 

Dr. Harris is probably one of ihe best 
known young physicians of Atlanta and a 
most successful one. He was born in Vir- 
ginia about forty-five years ago, and as the 
eldest son of the late Hon. J. O. Harris, 
who held many offices in Fulton county, 
grew up in Atlanta loved and respected by 
all who knew him. 

Messrs. Clem and Dan Harris are his 
brothers. | ° 

Dr. Harris married one of the most prom- 
inent young ladies socialiy of Raleigh, who 
died a few years ago. 

In secret orders, socially, in his profes- 
sior’ and in the military of the state Dr. 
Harris has always been a prominent and 
popular figure.

Duncan's Days of Life Are Fast 
Slipping Away. 


NO JURY AFFIDAVITS FILED 


The Evidence Against the Condemned 
Man Said To Be Stronger Than 
the Petitions in His Behalf. 


Unless active measures are taken today 
or tomorrow in behalf of Adolphus Duncan 
it is very probable that the negro will die 
on the seaffold a week from tomorrow. 

Saturday afternoon Governor Atkinson 
leaves for New York and he will be absent 
from the city for several days. Before he 
returns to the city the day of death fixed 
for the condemned man will have passed. 

The indications are that unless affidavits 
are secured from the jury which convicted 
Duncan the governor will not exercise ex- 
ecutive clemency and will allow the man 
to be hanged according to the terms of the 
sentence pronounced at the last term of 
the criminal branch of the superior court. 
The papers which have been placed in the 
hands of the governor contain some strong 
testimony against Duncan and the very 
fact that the affidavits and petitions of the 
jurors are lacking may in a measure de- 
feat the application for pardon. 

It has been said that there are just now 
grave doubts as to the granting of a pardon 
on the strength of the application which is 
now in the hands of Governor Atkinson. 
In fact it is almost a foregone conclusion 
that Duncan will be hanged on the 13th 
unless a pardon is granted on a petition of 
the jury, which has as yet not been placed 
in the keeping of the governor. 

Only a Thread of Life. 

Duncan has but a few more days of life 
unless the governor interferes and exercises 
executive clemency. 

In fact even now the scaffold, grim and 
foreboding, is about ready to be placed 
in position and in a short while the dang- 
ling rope of death will be fixed ready for 
the tying of the knots 

It has been stated that the affidavits of 
the jurors may secure the condemned man 
his iife. The statement of the solicitor 
general and the opirion of the judge of the 
superior court carry much weight with 
them, but it is said the governor wished 
to have everything brought to his atten- 
tion that can be found. 

Foreman Renfroe, of the last jury which 
convicted Duncan, has unhesitatingly stat- 
ed that Duncan is an innocent man. 

“There is no man in Atlanta who is any 
more innocent than that negro,” said Mr. 
Renfroe several days ago. ““‘Though I was 
a member of the jury which convicted him, 
I must say that had I known at that time 
what I know now, I never would have 
agreed to the verdict. It would be, in my 
opinion, a shame for the state of Georgia 
to execute Duncan for a crime which he 
has not committed.” 

Solicitor Hill Makes a Plea. 

Solicitor Hill has makes a strong plea for 
the life of the condemned man. 

When he appeared before the governor, 
he stated that he believed there was a 
grave doubt as to the guilt of the man and 
wished that a pardon might be granted and 
that his life might be spared. 

“T could not sleep, governor,” said he, “‘if 
I thought Duncan was to be hanged. I 
prosecuted him just as faithfully as I[ could, 
but I have learned that much of the evi- 
dence cannot be depended upon and I do 
not believe the prisoner is as guilty as the 
testimony made it appear.”’ 

Notwithstanding the eloquent plea of the 
solicitor and the carefully prepared affi- 
davits of many parties, the governor seems 
to be hesitating and in the meantime the 
precious moments of life are slipping by. 


A Card from Mrs. Landis. 


I wish to correct a mistake in Satur- 
day’s paper, as to the identity of a woman 
that has taken an interest in the negro 
Duncan's case. 

This woman, Cora Addington Landrum, 
hails from Pine Log, or Adairsville, whence 
she was subpoenaed to appear in Atlanta 
for the negro, but was not put on the 
stand. She then drified down Decatur 
street, where she served as a waitress. She 
was on hand at the last trial and could 
easily have been summoned. The effort to 
make it appear tltat her testimony is newly 
discovered should have no weight.

OFF TO NEW YORK 


President Hurt Leaves the City Before 
His Time Is Up. 


LIMIT EXPIRES AT NOON 


City Will Probably Take Action 
Against the Consolidated Today. 
How the Case Stands. 


At noon yesterday Mr. Joel iurt With 
a grip in one hand and a smile of triumph 
on his countenance stepped on the Vesti- 
buled- and got off to New York. 

At 11:30 today the time for replacing ine 
tracks upon Capitol avenue and Auburn 
avenue will expire. 

When the time comes Mr. Hurt will be 
speeding on to New York, far from the 
scene of the recent disturbance. When Mr. 
Hurt left no orders were issued by him 
to have the tracks replaced. The perempto- 
ry resolution of the city council has been 
shoved away in a pigecn hole and will 
probably be resuscitated when the case 
comes up for final trial. 

If the residents of Capitol avenue ex- 
pect to wake up this morning and find the 
tracks once more in place and the cars 
rolling along on regular schedules _ they 
will be disappointed. Mr. Hurt has decided 
to leave the matter for the courts to de- 
cide, and it will probably be tome time 
before the final issue comes. 

“TI leave that matter entirely in the 
hands of the attorneys, of the road," said 
Mr. Hurt. As far as I am concerned, if the 
citizens win it, I will have the streets 
put in good condition, but the matter of 
putting the tracks back is another ques- 
tion.”’ 

What Will the City Do? 

It is expected that some action will be 
taken this morning by the attorneys of the 
Consolidated. As to what they will do the 
attorneys will not say, but it is said by 
those who are familiar with the case that 
before noon today an injunction will be 
filed against the city, upon the ground 
that action by council was too hasty. 
This will hold up the matter until the hear- 
ing of the injunction filed by the citizens 
of Capitol avenue, which will come up be- 
fore Judge Candler Saturday at 9 o’clock. 

This petition, which was presented last 
Saturday when the tracks were demolish- 
ed, asks that a permanent injunction be 
granted against the road, preventing inter- 
ference at any time with the schedules 
and requests that mandamus proceedings to 
the effect that the Consolidated replace the 
tracks immediately, be taken. It is thought 
that the matter will finally be concluded 
then. In the meantime under instruc- 
tions from the council unless some action 
is taken by the Consolidated by noon to- 
day City Attorney Anderson will begin 
action for the purpose of either forfeiting 
the franchises of the company or having 
the tracks placed back. 

The resolution upon which the city at- 
torney will base his procedure is as fol- 
lows: . 

‘Resolved, That the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company be notified to replace the 
tracks on Capitol avenue and on Auburn 
avenue and put the streets in as good 
condition as they were before the tracks 


were torn up. 

“Second. That in case the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company fails io restore 
the tracks on either of the said streets and 
put the same in proper condition after 
forty-eight hours’ notice from the city 
council, the city attorney shall commence 
proceedings in the court at once to either 
force the company to comply with this tres- 
olution or for the purpose of forcing the 
forfeit of the said company’s franchise 
of lines upon streets where the tracks 
were removed.’’ 

It is a question whether the company 
has violated its contract with the city 
in taking up the tracks and abolishing the 
schedule from Richardson to Bass streets. 

City Attorney Anderson will await what 
action the Consolidated may take before 


proceeding. ; : 
Mr. Hurt will remain in New York for 


several days on important business. 


A UNIQUE ADVERTISEMENT. 
How a London Religious Periodical] 
Worked American Newspapers. 
Ove of the cleverest free advertisements 
ever worked was that which has just been 
sent out by a London religious periodical 

and at considerable expense to it. 

Yesterday morning The Constitution re- 
ceived a cablegram via cable connections 
of the Postal Telegraph Company. It was 
marked ‘142 words, press rate,’ and it pro- 
ceeded to tell of a prophecy of the aforesaid 
London religious periodical concerning the 
approaching ‘‘translation to heaven of 144,- 
000 living Christians,’ which interesting 
event, it said, was being preached in Lon- 
don and which it claimed to have prophesied 
several years ago, but which, it further, 
announces, for the past two years it has 
maintained would not occur until March, 
1903. It seems that the periodical sending 
this cablegram to The Constitution pre- 
paid, and with its name conspicuously in- 
terwoven throughout the cablegram, work- 
ed the same dodge on other newspapers 
with better results. Not understanding the 
cablegram when it reached The Constitu- 
tion office, information was asked of Mr. 
Closs, as to what it was and where it 
came from. He replied that it was a pre- 
paid cablegram sent from London. 

It seems that the cablegram has been 
sent to several other papers and some of 
them, not appreciating its advertising 
features presented it with conspicuous dis- 
play as ‘‘a special cablegram,’’ ‘one going 
so far as to say that it was “probably the 
longest ever sent to a Georgia newspaper,” 
notwithstanding the fact that The Consti- 
tution only recently received several hun- 
dred words daily from its special staff 
correspondent in Cuba. 

The relig.ous periodical which has so 
successfully worked several southern news- 
papers is an extensive advertiser, and it 
is so adroit at the business that most Amer- 
ican newspapers are familiar with its 
methods. It seems, however, that some 
were not, but it does seem a pity that the 
enterprising London pubi'shers should not 
have at least been given the credit of pay- 
ing for its own cablegram instead of having 
had it presented as “a special trans-At- 
lantic cable,” etc. We are almost a month 
from April ist, otherwise the matter might 
have been considered a joke.

New York, March 4.—Prices ran up 6 
points early in the day on most ef the 
list, owing to a rise in Liverpool, light re- 
ceipts at many southern points, a small 
estimate for New Orleans tomerrow and 
lecal covering. The trouble, however, was 
that it was too much wf a local market, 
and local realizing in the later business 
effaced the early improvement, or most of 
it. The close was reported weak with 
prices about the same as at the close of 
yesterday. The sales were 168,900 bales. 
March closed 3 points lower, for there is 
some apprehension that there may lhe a 
revision of the differences on light grades, 
which form a considerable percentage of 
the stock hgre. Of course, if the difference 
in favor of that grade is reduced, or seems 
likely to be reduced, there will be a greater 
incentive to sell them if the anti-option ag- 
itation has been removed in congress, but 
it is believed to be purely perfunctory on 
the part of a few congressmen to satisfy 
the demands of misguided constituents. 
If ever cotton needed the speculation it 
needs it now. The bear is one of the most 
reliable buyers that the coiton world has. 
The manufacturer may hold off indefinite- 
ly, but the bear, the man who has agreed 
to buy, must come to time and toe 
mark with specified limits. Futures in 
Liverpool advanced 3 points and then lost 
1 point of the rise, closing quiet and steady. 
New Orleans advanced 2 to 3 points, lost 
this and declined 3 points and then rallied. 
The receipts at the ports were 13,459 bales 
against 14,208 last week and 15,086 last year. 
Total thus far this week 59,147 against 63,559 
last week. St. Louis received 142 against 
236 last week and 598 last year. Quite a 
number of March notices wére circulated, 
supposed to be.against high grade cotton. 
Spots here were unchanged; sales, 100 bales 
for export, 482 for sp'nning and 200 deliv- 
ered on contract. Mobile declined 1-l6c.

IN A NEW HOME. 


Chief Verner and His Mounted Force 
Now Quartered on Marietta Street. 
The county police force, Captain A. M. 

Verner, chief, and eight mounted officers, 

have moved into their new quarters on 

(Marietta street just outside of the city. 

‘The new home of the police was fitted up 

by the county authorities and it has 

every convenience for the purpose. 

Since the organization of the county po- 
lice force two or three years ago the head- 
quarters have been located at the county 
chaingang camp near the new waterworks. 
The quarters there were entirely inade- 
quate and too far away from the center of 
the county and the city. Some time ago 
it was decided to move the quarters closer 
to the city and a handsome home fof the 
officers was fitted up near the Marietta 
street car line, making it convenient to 
reach by citizens and visitors. 

The mounted force has been a splendid 
organization to capture offenders out of 
ithe city and crime has been greatliv 
lessened by the police. Formerly gangs 
of boys and men gathered in old houses 
and in the woods on Sundays and at 
other timges to gamble, but since the 
mounted officers have been patrolling the 
country the practice has been broken up. 
It is a*rare thing now that a gang of 
gamblers are caught outside of the city, 
so thorough has been the work of the 
force under Chief Verner. 

The county force do an important work 
out of the jurisdiction of the city police 
They answer calls for officers sent 
from every. locality in the county and 
often make important arrests in the city 
when the city officers are not in sight. 
(Many escaping criminals have been cap- 
tured while endeavoring to get out of the 
county by the officers.

BUSY SESSION OF THE BOARD 


Several Questions of Importance to the 
County Came Up for Considera- 
tion and Action. 


The board of county commissioners met in 
regular monthly session yesterday morning 
and transacted much important business. 

The committee on roads and bridges was 
authorized to advertise for bids for the 
new bridge to be erected over Peachtree 
creek. 

The committee which has but recently re- 
turned from a tour of jail inspection stated 
that no report was ready. This report, it 
has been said, will be heard at a meeting 
which is to be called within the next ten 
or fifteen days for that purpose. Though 
the committee has about decided on tie 
plan on which the new jail is to be built, 
the work of formulating a report and plac- 
ing the sketch of the building on paper has 
not been accomplished. As soon as this is 
done a report will be in order and the 
plans will probably be submitted to the 
commissioners at the same meeting. 

The committee on the almshouse was in- 
structed to look into the condition of Frank 
Joseph, the well-known negro missionary, 
who is now said to be in a critical condi- 
tion. The old minister has been ill for 
several weeks and on account of his ser- 
vices the county is anxious to do something 
to relieve his sufferings and furnish him 
comfortable quarters and any medical at- 
tention which he might be in need of. 
committee will investigate his condition 
and circumstances at once and if he is 
needing anything it will see that his wants 
are supplied. 

An Investigation Asked For. 

Tax Receiver Armistead has written the 
board of commissioners a letter in which 
he asks that an investigation be made at 
once in order to determine whether or not 
he is indebted to the county. The letter 
was written on account of the reference 
made to his office in the general present- 
ments of the last grand jury. 

The letter, which was read to the com- 
missioners yesterday, is as follows: 

“I desire to call your attention to the 
general presentment of the grand jury of 
this county in January last, with the report 
of a special committee, composed of Mr. 
R. S. Rust and Mr. J. C. Courtney, attached 
thereto, in which said committee took occa- 
sion to say that I have been overpaid on 
account of receiver’s commissions for reason 
of duplicate tax returns on digest for 18% 
and 1495, and directing your honorable body 
to take such steps or adopt such measures 
as will cause the tax receiver to refund 
the same. Now, if 1 am due the state or 
county anything on said account I am ready 
at any time to pay the same. Therefore, I 
ask you gentlemen to thoroughly investi- 
gate and, if possible, ascertain whether or 
not such is the case, and if you find upon 
such investigation that I am not indebted 
to the state and county as stated in said 
report, I shall ask at your hands complete 
vindication as against such charges.”’ 

Attorneys Must Pay Taxes. 

The attorneys who have been delinquent 
in the payment of the annual fee of $10 
levied by law must be beware, as the coun- 
ty commissioners yesterday instructed Tax 
Collector Stewart to proceed to _ collect 
these amounts, which have been allowed to 
run over from year to year. 

The matter came up when the Insolvent 
list of Tax Collector Stewart was presented 
to the board with the request that the list 
be allowed and approved, so that he could 
make a gettlement with the county. 

“*T have looked carefully through the Hst,”’ 
said Mr. Forrest Adair, ‘“‘and I am gratified 
to find it is the smallest ever presented to 
this body. Mr. Stewart has done well this 
year and is to be congratulated on his 
work, as the taxes have been collected 
closer than ever before. 

“There is one thing, however, which I 
wish to bring to the attention of the com- 
missioners. That is the large number of 
attorneys’ names which appear’on the list. 
They owe a tax of $10, which is levied ac- 
cording to law for an annual fee. 

“Every lawyer Whose name I have seen 
on this iist is, in my opinion, able to pay 
the amount and I do not think they should 
be allowed to escape the payment of the 
sum. I move that Mr. Stewart be instruct- 
ed to go ahead and collect these amounts.” 

Mr. Spalding stated that he had been in- 
formed that the refusal on the part of an 
attorney to pay this tax Was a good ground 
for disbarment from the practice of law 
and stated that if the delinquents were pre- 
sented to the judge of. the superior court 
some action might be taken which would 
result in a large amount of this money be- 
ing collected, 

Mr. Spalding also complimented the work 
of Mr. Stewart, but stated that he did not 
think it was right to turn the list again 
to the tax collecor, after he had failed to 
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committed the assault and robbed his 
mother of all of hey money. He has as- 
gaulted his mother before and when ar- 
rested Tuesday he wore a shirt which had 
blood on the bosom. His mother contends, 
however, that it was not her s0n who

The question of the establishment of a 
Pinkerton detective agency in Atlanta will 
be up before the beard of police commis- 
sioners at its meeting Monday night next. 
The matter will be finally settled at that 
meeting. 

At the last meeting of the council a pe- 
tition protesting against the Pinkertons 
and asking that the council and the po- 
lice board rescind the license granted to 
the agency was presented and referred 
to the police board for action, It is likely 
that the outcome of the matter will be 
the establishment of the office without 
further hindrance. The police beard is on 
record as favoring the coming of the 
Pinkertons. 

The labor men opposing the detectives 
may go before the board Monday night 
and renew their protest. The detectives’ 
office is advocated by many on the ground 
that it will be of benefit to the local police 
department. The members of the police 


board will doubtless sustain their former 
action and decline to reconsider the mat- 
ter. 

The Pinkertons already have a license to 
do business in Atlanta and it is expected 
that they will open an office here in a 
month or two.

The Middle Georgia and Atlantic Adds 
to Its Mileage. 


OWNS THE EATONTON BRANCH 


The Price Paid Is Private—Genera] 
Manager Preston Is Buying the 
Property Up. 


The Middle’ Georgia and Atlantic, which 
extends from Covington to Ea‘onton, has 
bought the Eatonton branch, which con- 
nects Eatonton with Milledgeville. 

The price paid is kept a secret for the 
present. Fhe purchasers consider that they 
got the property at a bargain. The branch 
is twenty-one miles in length. 

General Manager J. W. Preston has been 
in Atlanta for two days buying rails and 
equipments. The iron on the twenty-one 
miles will be replaced with sixty-five-pound 
steel rails and new ties put down. ‘The 
ties have been bought and the contract for 
the rails is practically closed. The company 
will get a new engine and is preparing to 
have the road in first-class shape by the 
end of the summer. This line is carrying 
considerable business to Macon from Atlan- 
ta by way of the Georgia road to Covington 
and over the Georgia again from Milledge- 
ville. And as for Milledgeville traffic, the 
Middle Georgia is the strong line, as it is 
thirty-five miles shorter than any other 
route to the old capital. The line runs 
through a fine farming section, Newton, 
Morgan, Jasper, Putnam and Baldwin coun- 
ties, which are hard to beat anywhere. 

A remarkable thing about the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic is that it is without 
any bonded indebtedness. Mr. Preston is 
managing the company’s affairs with excel- 
lent judgment and is bringing the property 
out in good shape. 


ROADS AND THE COURTS. 


Some of the Recent Decisions of Judges 


on Corpofation Questions. 

The courts are constantly adding new 
laws to the statute books, legislating as 
well as canstruing the acts previously pass- 
ed by legislatures. Among some of the re- 
cent decisions which affect common carriers 
are the following: 

In Louisiana the sudden and violent pull- 
ing of a bell rope in a passenger car by an 
employes of the road for the purpose ot 
taking up slack, whereby a passenger's eye 
was injured, is held to be “gross fault,’’ 
within the code, for which the passenger 
could recover. 

In Kansas, in a suit by an employe for 
injuries received in using a defective appli- 
ance, it must be shown that the defendant 
knew of the defect, or that the defect was 
of such a nature, or had existed for sucha 
time, that, in the exercise of ordinary care, 
the defendant should have discovered it. 

The supreme court of New ork rules 
that though a brakeman knew of an over- 
head bridge which had no warning signal, 
and that it was low, he is not necessarily 
charged with contributory negligence, if, 
being occupied with the discharge of his 
duties, he took no notice of its near ap- 
proach, 

In Kansas a servant knowing of a defect 
in a machine, which rendered the employ- 
ment dangerous, may continue in the em- 
ployment for a reasonable time in reliance 
on the promise of the master to repair, un- 
‘less the danger is imminent and obvious. 

In the federal court it was held that a 
civil engineer in the employ of a railroad, 
charged with the duties of looking after 
the building and maintenance of bridges, 
etc., assumes the risk arising from the ab- 
sence of watchmen at a bridge on the road. 

The supreme court of Texas decides that 
an employe did not fail to exercise proper 
care, who, working on a bridge and seeing 
a large timber swinging toward him, could 
have stepped aside out of its way, but not 
having time to reflect, acted impulsively, 
tried to stop the timber with his hand and 
was thrown from the bridge and injured. 

In Louisiana a passenger on a train by 
invitation of the agent of the railroad com- 
pany for the purpose of inspecting the le- 
vees protecting the road, could recover for 
injuries received through the negligence of 
the company. 

In Kansas, one who knowingly takes a 
passage over an unfinished railroad, and 
knows that there are no station facilities 
at its destination, cannot recover for in- 
juries resulting solely from the company’s 
failure to provide station facilities. 

In New York in an action for injuries to 
plaintiff, a passenger on the defendant's 
electric car, the plaintiff claimed that, 
while he was sitting in a seat facing to- 
wird the front of the car, it suddenly gave 
a jerk and threw him off. The court ruled 
that such evidence was not sufficient to 
charge the defendant with negligence, as 
the natural result of a sudden start would 
be not to throw the plaintff off, unless he 
was sitting in a careless manner, but to 
throw him against the back of the seat on 
which he was sitting. 
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HEATING FREIGHT CARS. 


The Germans Have Had Good Results 
from Stoves Inside. 

It is reported by a German paper that 
successful arrangements for the prevention 
of damage to merhandise through excessive 
cold, have been experimented with on the 
railroads from Coblentz and Wiesbaden to 
Berlin. The winter of 1894-55, which was 
particularly severe through central Europe, 
was responsible for great losses of perish- 
able freights in transit. Vegetables, fruits, 
beer, wine, liquors and mineral water suffer- 
ed most. It was, therefore, proposed to 
heat freight cars_carrying such perishable 
traffic, and up to the present time not a 
single case of a barrel containing liquids has 
suffered in transit while on these cars. A 
stove in the central part of the car, which 
is heated from without, supplies the nec- 
essary warmth, and a thermometer, which 
is visible from the outside, reveals to the 
inspector, whose duty itis to ascertain the 
temperature of each car at every station, 
whether he has to open the ventilators on 
top to reduce the heat, or whether new 
fuel ought to be introduced to keep up the 
fire and increase the temperature. A slight 
additional rate is charged, and as shippers 
prefer this increase to the uncertainty of 
the weather, the entire system is pronounc- 
ed a success on all sides.

No Blacklist. 

Managers of western roads deny the re- 
port that they have a black list of employes 
who went out in the Debs strike of 184. The 
officiels deny that the strikers are refused 
employment now on any road. An alleged 
black list on the Illinois Central is pro- 
nounced a forgery. General Managers of 
other roads say there is no such thing as a 
black list of ex-strikers. Any good man 
let out during the strike of 1894 can get a 
position, provided that he was not a leader in 
the riots or was not engaged in firing cars 
or derailing trains. Employes leaving a road 
are given a “clearance,” which sets forth 
their reason for leaving. All those who 
were not guilty of committing overt acts 
during the strike were given “clearances.” 
Those not having such papers are not em- 
ployed, 


TWO PASSENGER STATIONS. 


INDICATIONS NOW POINT TO A 
COUPLE OF DEPOTS. 


— | 


The Old One Will Stand and the South- 
ern Will Probably Build a 
New One. 


The new passenger station matter does 
not show much progress from week to 
week, but the little interest that is apparent 


-{s in the direction of two depots—one on 


the present site and a new one-over at the 
East Tennessee’s old station. 

Certain things which have occurred of 
late point to this solution of the prob- 
lem: The Western and Atlantic is resolved 
to stay where it is, and the Southern is 
pretty sure to build a new station of its 
own. Then the New York and New Or- 
leans traing would run through the city 
and stop at both stations. The South- 
ern’s trains from Chattanooga, Birming- 
ham and Brunswick would enter its own 
Station alone. The course of the other 
roads cannot be predicted with certainty, 
but it is likely that the Central and the 
Atlanta and West Point would hardly 
run past the new station without stopping. 
The Georgia does not give or receive any 
through cars from any road, and what it 
could do ig a matter of speculation. The 
Western and Atlantic and the Seaboard 
will continue to use the present site. Major 
Thomas realizes that the old station needs 
radical changes and improvements, and he 
will make them after awhile. 

It is the opinion of some railway men 
that two passenger stations would not be 
a good thing for the city. “Chicago has 
five. Why cannot Atlanta have two’?”’ asks 
a railway official. ““A new station would 
build up the property around it just as the 
Wall street station has benefited the prop- 
erty in the heart of the city. What ob- 
jections can there be to developing some 
other part of the city a little? There is 
no question that the erection of a new sta- 
tion over on Mitchell street would help 
property all around there, and at the same 
time would give the railroads more room 
for handling their trains. I think that you 
will see a new passenger station erected 
by the Southern within a year, but the state 
road will remain where it is.” 


ATLANTA HAS 3 REFORMED. 


Passenger Men Have Experienced é 
Change of Heart. 

A few years ago Atlanta was a great 
disturbing point in the passenger business. 
But a change took place, and Atlanta has 
become a conservative point, and rates are 
well maintained here, .Miore recently, New 
Orleans and Memphis have been the de- 
moralizers. These two points have given 
the roads much worry. 

At last, however, the New Orleans roads 
have signéd an agreement which it is pre- 
dicted will be upheld and stable rates are 
now expected to be maintained out of that 
city. Memphis has promised to do better, 
and if an agreement has not actually been 
made, it is promised that one will be pre- 
pared and put through before long. ‘'rhis 
makes the passenger men feel easier, » 


Changes in Railroad Circles.

THE DEBT STATEMENT. 


Interest Bearing Debt Increased Over 
$75,000,000. 

Washington, March 3.—The debt state- 
ment issued shows a decrease in 
the public debt, less cash in 
the treasury, during February of $15,978,764. 
The interest bearing debt increased $75,; 
252,35). The non-interest bearing debt de- 
ereased $115,88€, and cash in the treasury 
increased $91,115,228. The balances of the 
several classes of debt at the close of 
business February 29th were: 

Interest bearing debt $822,615,170; debt 
on which interest had ceased since ma- 
turity $1,667,630: debt bearing no interest 
3$375,491,679. Total $1,199,778,479. The cash and 
treasury notes offset by an equal amount 
of cash in the treasury outstanding at 
the end of the month were $558,551,373, a 
decrease of %3,991,500. The total cash in 
the treasury Was $558,811,830. The gold re- 
serve was $100,000,000; net cash balance 
$162,707,06. In the month there was in- 
crease in gold coin and bars of $68,002,641,

Probable That the Railroads Will 
Ask for Protection. 


QUESTION OF MUCH INTEREST 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Suggests That Congress Enact a 
Prohibitive Scalpers’ Law. 


——— 


It is probable that in the near future the 
national congress will deal with the ticket 
brokerage question. It is said that the mat- 
ter will be brought to the attention of the 
body, and an effort made to secure the 
adoption of a law prohibiting the business 
of railroad ticket ‘scalpers. 

The question is one of national interest. 
The railroad men of this section have been 
considering the matter for some time and 
one of them stated yesterday that the ulti- 
mate result of the war between the trok- 
ers and the railroads would be an appeal 
to congress to enact a law on the subject. 

The interstate commerce commission has 


only recently made an exhaustive report on 
the subject, concluding with the recommen- 
dation that the matter be taken up by con- 
gress and settled with fairness to the rail- 
roads. The commission condemns the busi- 
ness of brokers and declares it to be an il- 
legitimate traffic. The commission declares 
that the need of a national prohibitive tick- 
et scalpers’ law is apparent and that the 
question should be speedily acted on. It 
Says that the business of the brokers is of 
necessity interstate in its nature, and that 
the question is one for national government 
settlement, rather than for state legisla- 
tures. 

Another important matter which will 
likely be up, and one of wide interest to 
the railroad men of the entire country, is 
the fact that there is not at present a law 
on the statute books which makes it an 
offense to counterfeit railroad tickets or to 
sell tickets which have been counterfeited. 
The commission calls attention to the fact 
that in order to punish counterfeiters of 
tickets, it is necessary to prosecute them 
for using the mails for fraudulent purposes. 
The commission says that in view of the 
opportunity for wrong doing by the sale 
of spurious tickets they deem it of impor- 
tance that congress enact a penal statute 
of proper scope and penalty. 

The railroad men of the country are pre- 
paring to bring the matters to the attention 
of the law makers.» The last report of the 
commission is an interesting document. 
An advance copy of it has just been receiv- 
ed in Atlanta by Mr. T. H. Hardwick, fresh 
from the hands of the printers. The report 
deals with ticket brokers, or scalpers, with 
gloves off, It says that the business is on 
the increase, rather than on the decrease, 
and that it is unlawful traffic. In describ- 
ing the methods of the brokerage business 
the commission has this to say: 

The Commission’s Report. 

“In every city and in many of the small- 
er towns, offices are to be found whose pro- 
prietors sell railroad tickets to very many 
points at less than the published tariffs. 
The streets are placarded with alluring ad- 
vertisements, incoming and outgoing trav- 
elers are openly solicited, while in hotels 
and other public places, and not infrequent- 
ly in regular railroad stations, the runners 
and agents of these clandestine dealers in- 
vite participaiton in transportation bar- 
gains, which, upon their face—to give them 
no harsher term—are an obvious evasion 
of the law. It is a matter of serious con- 
cern that the spirit and: purpose, if not the 
letter, of the statute should in this respect 
be so widely disregarded. The purpose of 
all the regulative measures which have 
been enacted is to require every person to 
pay the same sum for the same service; yet 
this purpose is often defeated by these ir- 
responsible agencies, which in one way or 
another furnish for certain travelers a rec- 
ognized ticket which ccsts less than the 
price paid by other passengers. We can 
discover no legitimate field for the opera- 
tions of the ticket broker. His occupation 
is essentially lawless; his activities have no 
legal sanction and are entirely at variance 
with any defensible principles upon which 
public transportation can be conducted.”

United States Had No Right To De- 
tain the Bermuda. 

New York, March 4.—The United States 

government has abandoned all claim of 


'right to detain the alleged filibustering 


steamship Bermuda and the lighter J. 8. T. 
Thompson and their cargoes, except in the 
case of the explosive found upon the letter 
which, it is alleged, was packed in boxes 
not marked as required by law. 

United States District Attorney Mac- 
Farlane instructed Marshal McCarthy 
to this effect and the latter at once took 
steps to turn ‘over the vessels and other 
property to the Cubans. The $4,000 in silver 
taken from the Bermuda owas re- 
turned to the place from which it 
had been taken, and charts, in- 
struments and other articles were also put 
where they were found, the purpose being 
to restore the veasel and contents to their 
exact condition at the time of, the seizure. 

As far as the government is concerned 
the Bermuda was practically free early 
this afterncre", but there yet remained up- 
on her the hbel obtained by the J. N. Rob- 
ins Company, ore dock and outfitting firm 
for about $1,109. The suit u 
which this was obtained was settled shortly 
after 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon and the 
Bermuda is now free from all detention.

The New Zealand Herald, of January 15th, 
published at Auckland, contains some in- 
teresting information about the son of a 
well-known Atlanta citizen. The following 
cablegram, which it publishes from Port 
Darwin, refers to Hon. J. Langdon Par- 
sons, the son of Mr. Edward Parsons, one 
of Atlanta’s old citizens. Mr. Parsons, of 
Atlanta, is an Englishman and came to 
this country before the war, locating in 
Atlanta and becoming the first coal dealer 
who ever did business in this city.

tion of national interest will be one of 
great importance. The Herald's cablegram 
from Port Darwin says: 

“Mr. Parsons, a commissioner from South 
Australia, who visited the east in the in- 
terests of the colony’s trade, reports that 
the volume of Australian trade with the far 
east depends upon the approximation of 
freights from Australia to those . ruling 
from San Francisco and Vancouver. In the 
Japanese capital there are abundant pro- 
posals for new undertakings and the na- 
tion shows a quickness and deftness which 
augurs success. Mr. Parsons was appoint- 
ed to represent the Eastern and Australian 
Trading Company, which, with a capital of 
£200,000, we recently formed at Hong Kong 
for the purpose of developing the Austra- 
lian trade. Any trade with the east, he 
says, will only result where quality of goods 
and taste in packages are combined. One 
thing Australia can be sure of is that she 
need not fear an influx of Japanese labor, 
as the requirements for home industries and 
the development of Formosa absorb all the 
skilled and many of the unskilled men. 
Wages there this year are from 10 to 2 
per cent higher than last, and continue to 
increase. The only surplus labor is that of 
women and girls, and that is unexportable. 
Japanese coolies can be obtained, but the 
rate of hire is much higher than for Pacific 
islanders or Indian coolies, and too high 
for sugar growing in Australia. Mr. Par- 
sons adds they can come to Australia, but 
will not come in large numbers. 


TO AN ATLANTA FIRM. 
FOOTE & DAVIES WILL PRINT THE 
NEW CODE OF GEORGIA. 


Many Competitors in the Field, but 
the Atlanta House Put Up the 
Lowest Bid. 


At a meeting of the code committee of 
the legislature in the office of Governor 
Atkinson yesterday morning the contract 
for printing the new code was let to the 
firm of Foote & Davies, of this city.

The first volunie will be issued about the 
Ist of May, the next in July and the last 
in September. This is the largest single 
contract for printing ever issued in the 
state and Messrs. Foote & Davies were 
showered with congratulations yesterday.

Tuskegee National Negro Confereace 
Has Begun. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 4,—(Special.)— 
session of the Tuskegee 
National Negro conference commenced at 
the Tuskegee Normal and Industrial in- 
stitute today. 

These conferences are of the utmost im- 
portance as they involve to a great extent 
the welfare and prosperity of a large pro- 
portion of the south, the entire colored 
contingent of its population. The well 
known object of the conference is to hear 
from the masses of the colored people—the 
farmers, the mechanics, the country 
preachers and school teachers—statements 
in their sections of the exact condition of 
things with reference to all that is essen- 
tial to the welfare of a people. Represen- 
tatives come fron?’ nearly every southern 
state. Delegates are sent by churches, 
schools, farmers’ associations and communi- 
ties. There are usually between 800 and 
are all representa- 
tive negroes. Last ye there were more 
than one hundred women present, and 
in the afternoon they met and held a con- 
ference of their own, discussing matters 
relating to the prosperity and welfare of 
their color and sex. Professor Booker T. 
Washington presides over these confer- 
ences. There are no set speeches, but 
every one present is called on to present a 
report of the condition of things in his 
section. An earnest effort is made to hear 
both sides—the good as weil as the bad. 

The following are some of the topics upon 
la a are expected, and discussions 
invited: 

How long did the school continue in your 
community this year? 

What kind of a teacher did you have? 

Is your preacher a man of character and 
influence? 

How many of our 
borhood own land? 

How many are buying land? 

How many mortgage their crops? 

How many rooms are there in 
house? 

Have you added any during this year? 

Do you and your neighbors raise your 
own bread and meat? 

What are you doing in the way of trades 
for your sons and daughters? 

Are you busy during the winter, and do 
you work on Sundays? 

How do you treat your women? 

Hiow many are moving to the cities from 
your neighborhood? 

Are your pre achers improving in charac- 
ter and ability ? 

Do you practice your religion? 

These and many other subjects are dis- 
cussed by representatives from as many 
sections and states as possible, and the 
sense of the whole: body is embodied in 
a set of declarations and sent out through 
the newspapers and in pamphlet form to 
the colored pe ople of the south. That they 
have resulted in manifold good to the race 
and to the south is no longer a matter of 
conjecture. 

At these conventions free entertainment 
is furnished to all delegates by the schoo) 
authorities and by the colored people of 
Tuskegee, and the day following the con- 
ference is devoted to the pleasure of the 
visitors. Before he leaves every delegate 
is provided with an abundance of literature 
for distribution in his section—leaflets and 
circulars treating of stock raising, poultry 
raising, dai rying, bee culture, the raising 
of fruits, grains, etc., also treatise on how 
to build a schoolhouse, how to secure a 
horve with more than one room, how to 
hoid a conference in your community, sim- 
ple working plans for neat houses, ete. 

A report from Tuskegee states that a 
large number of the delegates have al- 
ready arrived and the indication is that 
the conference this year wili be more large- 
ly attended than ever before. Many of 
those who have already arrived have come 
from great distances, ae from the north 
and some from the st.
